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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . Applicant's election of claims 1-13 and 30-42 in the reply filed on February 14, 
2005 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
14-29 and 43-46 to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 14- 
29 and 43-46 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 -1 3 and 34-38 are allowable because the prior art alone or in 

combination does not teach or fairly suggest an electromagnetic interference shield or 
mobile station comprising a conductive member having a catch, and an absorptive 
member defining at least one receptacle, wherein the catch extends through the 
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entrance to the receptacle such that the absorptive member is capable of being firmly 
secured on the catch, taken in combination with the other claimed features. 

Claims 30-34 are allowable because the prior art alone or in combination does 
not teach or fairly suggest an electromagnetic interference shield comprising a 
conductive member having at least two catches, and an absorptive member having at 
least two opposite edges, wherein the each of the catches extends along a respective 
one of the opposite edges so as to hold the absorptive member between the catches, 
taken in combination with the other claimed features. 

Claims 39-42 are allowable because the prior art alone or in combination does 
not teach or fairly suggest an electromagnetic interference shield comprising a 
conductive member, and an absorptive member having openings positioned to form a 
fractal pattern, wherein ground connections electrically connect the absorptive member 
to the conductive member, each of the ground connections positioned at a respective 
one of the openings, taken in combination with the other claimed features.
